OVA Scotia's Bicentenary celebrations

Nova Scotian mem- 
ories turn back .to a meeting at the 
Halifax courthouse on October 2, 1758, 
when 16 representatives gathered in 
Canada’s first elected Assembly.

From British 
Columbia, which as a regional entity is 
celebrating its first century this year, 
will, go hearty felicitations to a sister 
Province on that other ocean washing the 
shores of the “Dominion of Canada. 

It would be difficult to set a limit to 
the contributions of the founding Atlantic 
province both to the Commonwealth and 
to Canada. From the earliest days it 
knew hardship.
